On the 
crucial 
Russian 
front 
there has been no slackening in the 
Ked offensive which threatens to 
force the Huns to,w ithdraw their . 
entire 
thousand-mile 
battleline. 
With the key positions of Orel and 
Et gorod already well behind the 
advancing Soviet front, 
the great 
fortified railway center of Kharkov, 
still farther south, 
is 
threatened 
with encirclement, and the Musco­ 
vites are virtually al the gates of 
the beleaguered city. 
The Nazis are in a precarious po­ 
sition. Thus far there’s no indica­ 
tion that the Reds are weakening 
in the striking power necessary to 
permit continuation of their drive 
to crack the German line and pre­ 
cipitate a rout. 
Should the Russian assault lose 
steam btfore the western Allies are 
able to take maJQr action to divert 
further Nazi strength from the 
ea.stem front, then the opportun­ 
ity for a <\ule t Allied oou:; de g«wee 
might be swallowed up in the bad 
weather of autumn, and the war 
would be protracted. That’s a con­ 
tingency the conference between 
Messrs. Roosevelt and Churchill is 
calculated to meet.

The fall of the cape, little more 
than 40 miles west of Messina, came 
after American troops to the east 
and west had established a junc­ 
tion and overrun the adjacent towns 
of Naso and Brolo. 
Axis prisoners now exceed 130.000.

George S. Patton, Jr., sprang for­ 
ward eight miles along the northern 
?oast through Cape Orlando while 
the British Eighth army advanced 
four miles on the east coast, threat­ 
ening Taormina

were the scene of an increasing

The fleet of American bombers, including Flying Fortresses, Mitchells 
and Marauders, attacked the Italian capital before noon, it was an­ 
nounced, with the railroad freight yards again the principal targets. 
Rome was first bombed in a daylight raid by American precision 
bombers on July 19. 
Behind the wave of Fortresses in today’s raid came the 
lighter 
Mitchells and Marauders, bombing from low levels and pouring their 
tracers Into the center of an already burning area.

Cleveland Twins Missing 
After Police Find Boy 
Abducted Yesterday 


CLEVELAND, Aug. 13.—Two 13- 
year-old twin boys, missing from 
Lheir west side home overnight, 
vex» sought today in a Cleveland 
suburb where police found nine- 
year-old Jack Buchanan, who had 
been abducted and attacked by a 
sex degenerate. 
The missing twins are James and 
Charles Collins, son of Mr. and 
Mrs. Qeorge C. Collins. They ap­ 
parently disappeared on the way 
from their home to the Lakewood 
Country club in Westlake where 
they are caddies. 
Cleveland and suburban police 
searched fields and woods in West­ 
lake, Rocky River, Fairview and 
Bay Village. Fear was expressed 
th at the same man who assaulted 
the Buchanan boy, son of City Food 
Inspector E. 
B. Buchanan, had 
abducted the twins. Collins, a con­

13"—Ghost raid­ 
ers that nev er worry mu ch ab ou t i 
the weather are giv ing the Ger- j 
mans nightly doses of Allied “nerv e 
warfare ” 
They are the mosqu itos — the ; 
world's fastest b omb ers. 
These wooden-b u ilt 
two-seaters I 
with a speed of 4 00 miles an hou r ; 
can reach any part of Germany 
and get b ack b efore day light—and 
frequ ently do. 
While the b ig fou r-engined b omb ­ 
ers cou ld operate only on 
nine 
nights in Ju ly , it was rev ealed 
ti at the Mosqu itos were ou t on 17. 
They dart across the night sky to 
Germany , swooping down on cities 
and towns, sometimes b omb ing, b u t 
often times Ju st setting off their 
howling sirens 
for 
hu ndreds of 
miles, like y ou ngsters ru nning from 
hou se to hou se, ringing doorb ells 
and waking u p cranky old maids on 
Halloween. 
And the Germans nev er know 
whether there’s a fleet of heav y 
b omb ers coming or ju st one or two 
of these ghost raiders. 
The Mosqu itos hav e appeared ov er 
Berlin so often, resu lting in alerts 
that sent the city 's jittery mil- 
lioas tu mb ling ou t of b ed only to 
find ou t that nothing happened, 
that the German high command of­ 
ficially annou nced,, in tones of ex ­ 
asperation, that 
they

longer issu e commu niqu es u nless 
b omb s were dropped.

Randazzo sector north of Mt. Etna 
have been forced by the incessant 
Allied air attacks to move convoys 
only at night. Knocked out vehi­ 
cles have been abandoned at the 
rate of one every 50 feet, an es­ 
caped American prisoner said. 
In a late dispatch, Norgaard said 
the German high command had 
established a special headquarters 
to organize the evacuation and pre­ 
pare defenses on the 
mainland 
against any surprise Allied attack 
on the toe of the Italian boot.
